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FHSU choirs to hold 
Cathedral Concert 


As the Christmas season approaches, Fort Hays State University’s 
choral groups prepare for the 25th annual Cathedral Concert at St. Fi- 
delis Church in Victoria, scheduled for 3 p.m. and 6:30 p.m. on Sun- 
day, Dec. 9. 

Since mid-October, the performers have been practicing two to three 
times per week for 50 minutes for the event. Terry Crull, instructor of 
music and director of choral activities at FHSU, said it takes about two 
months to put the whole thing together. 

Performers include the FHSU Women’s Chorale, FHSU Concert 
Choir, Fort Hays Singers, Hays High School Chamber Singers, Hays 
Community Chorus, Dodge City High School Class Act Chorale, and 
Madrigal Singers. 

Brad Dawson, associate professor of music at FHSU, Nathan Frye 
and Tom Measgher will perform in a baroque trumpet duet with or- 
gan accompaniment. Tenor Joseph Perniciaro (pronounced pear-nih- 
CHAIR-oh), instructor of music, will be accompanied on the organ 
by Dr. Tali Morgulis, assistant professor of music. The FHSU Brass 
Quintet and FHSU Flute Choir will also perform. 

“We will perform a large assortment of Christmas music for choirs, 
choirs and instruments, instruments alone, solo and small ensemble 
groups, and Christmas carols sung by the entire audience and perform- 
ers,” said Crull. 

As soon as this performance is over, Crull said, he will once again 
begin thinking about the next Cathedral Concert. 


St. Fidelis Church will host 
the FHSU choirs for a 
concert on December 9.

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Myths of Thanksgiving 


The Thanksgiving Day tradition of feast- 
ing on Turkey, mashed potatoes, cranber- 
ries and pumpkin pie is one of my favorite 
holidays, not to mention favorite meals. 

It is usually credited to the Pilgrims who 
gave thanks to their God for surviving that 
first terrible winter in which almost half of 
them died. 

The problem is, it is almost entirely a 
myth. In fact the first Pilgrim thanksgiving 
was almost certainly strictly a pious reli- 
gious celebration as it was among many 
other of the early religious settlers besides 
the Pilgrims. 

Squanto 

The “feasting” came later 
when as a result of their 
bounty of food, the 
growing and gather- 
ing of which was 
taught to them by 
native Americans 
and most notably 
Squanto, the Na- 
tive American and 
former British slave 
who taught them 
how to both catch 
eel and grow corn 
and also served as 
their native interpreter. 

Without Squanto’s assistance, the set- 
tlers might not have survived in the New 
World. The governor of Plymouth invited 
Grand Sachem Massasoit and the Wam- 
panoag people to join them in the feast. 
Evidence to support that claim came from 
diaries of Plymouth. 

The settlers fed and entertained the Na- 
tive Americans for three days, at which 
point some of the Native Americans went 
into the forest, killed five deer and gave 
them to the governor as a gift. 

It was more of a harvest festival of feast- 
ing which the various tribes of Native 
Americans had been doing long before 
European settlers ever arrived on the 
shores of the new world, and which was 
indeed common throughout the world. 

While there is little doubt the Pilgrims 
did plenty of giving thanks to God, it is 
unlikely the Wampanoag had any idea 
what was going on. 

It was also a celebration to thank the 
Native Americans for saving the Pilgrims 
from extinction. 

You will see how the second Thanksgiv- 
ing celebration showed how much the 
Pilgrims appreciated their help. 

Pilgrims to Puritans 

Let’s start with perhaps the biggest 
myth. Most of the Pilgrims weren’t ... that 
is to say they weren’t Pilgrims. The “Pil- 
grims” who sailed to this country aboard 
the Mayflower were originally members 
of the English Separatist 
Church (a Puritan sect). 

They had earlier fled their 
home in England and sailed 
to Holland (The Nether- 
lands) to escape religious 
persecution. 

There, they enjoyed more 
religious tolerance, but they 
eventually became disenchanted with the 
Dutch way of life, thinking it ungodly. 

Seeking a better life, the Separatists ne- 
gotiated with a London stock company to 
finance a pilgrimage to America. Most of 
those making the trip aboard the Mayflow- 
er were non-Separatists, but were hired to 
protect the company’s interests. 

Only about one-third of the original 
colonists were Separatists. (From: http://

A Fowl Turkey 

Another myth, more or less, is that 
Turkey was the foundation of the meal. It 
depends on how you look at it. The word 
“turkey” was used by the Pilgrims to 
denote “fowl.” 

Governor William Bradford sent four 
men “fowling after ducks and geese”. 

It is quite possible that they might have 

happened upon a hapless turkey and taken 

it but it is more certain that first Thanks- 

giving consisted of ducks and geese; also 

venison, and most likely lobster, fish, eels, 

berries, watercress, dried fruit, clams and 
plums. 

No Butter, Nor Flour 
They most certainly did not 
have pumpkin pie, as they 

had no butter; or milk simply 
because they had no domes- 
tic cattle. 
They also had no flour to 
make the crust and there was 
no bread or pastries of any 
kind. Besides, pies weren’t 
invented until about 50 
years later in France. 
They did have a sort of 
fried bread made of corn, 
and they almost certainly did eat 
boiled pumpkins (From: http://wilstar. 
com/holidays/thankstr.htm). 
Poison Potato 

There also were most certainly no 
mashed potatoes with gravy, as the newly 
discovered potato was still thought by Eu- 
ropeans at that time to be poisonous, a fate 
also faced in the new world by tomatoes. 

Eagle vs. Turkey 

The “turkey” tradition was really pushed 
by Benjamin Franklin, who wanted to 
make it the United States national symbol 
because it is a quick runner, wary, with 
sharp eyesight, and exhibited a regal 
stance, at least to Franklin. 

While the bald eagle nudged out the 
wild turkey for our official national sym- 
bol, it was no thanks to Ben Franklin. 

Here is a copy of a letter sent by Ben 
Franklin to his daughter regarding the Tur- 
key vs. the Bald Eagle. 

Franklin’s Letter to His Daughter (ex- 
cerpt) 

“For my own part I wish the Bald Eagle 
had not been chosen the Representative 
of our Country. He is a Bird of bad moral 
Character. He does not get his Living 
honestly. You may have seen him perched 
on some dead Tree near the River, where, 
too lazy to fish for himself, he watches the 
Labour of the Fishing Hawk; and when 
that diligent Bird has at length taken a 
Fish, and is bearing it to his Nest for the 
Support of his Mate and young Ones, the 
Bald Eagle pursues him and takes it 
from him. 

“With all this Injustice, he is never 
in good Case but like those among 
Men who live by Sharping & Rob- 
bing he is generally poor and often 
very lousy. Besides he is a rank 
Coward: The little King Bird not big- 
ger than a Sparrow attacks him boldly 
and drives him out of the District. He is 
therefore by no means a proper Emblem 
for the brave and honest Cincinnati of 
America who have driven all the King 
birds from our Country .. . 

“Tam on this account not displeased 
that the Figure is not known as a Bald 
Eagle, but looks more like a Turkey. For 
the Truth the Turkey is in Comparison a 
much more respectable Bird, and withal 
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a true original Native of America... He 
is besides, though a little vain & silly, a 
Bird of Courage, and would not hesitate 
to attack a Grenadier of the British Guards 
who should presume to invade his Farm 
Yard with a red Coat on.” 

55-Year Thanksgiving Hiatus 

Nor can that first Thanksgiving of 1621 
be said to have really begun the Thanks- 
giving tradition. 

In fact, it was not celebrated again for 
55 years when the governing council 
of Charlestown, Massachusetts, held a 
meeting to determine how best to express 
thanks for the good fortune that had seen 
their community securely established. By 
unanimous vote they instructed Edward 
Rawson, the clerk, to proclaim June 
29, 1676, as a day of thanksgiving. It is 
notable that this thanksgiving celebration 
probably did not include the Indians, as 
the celebration was meant partly to be in 
recognition of the colonists’ recent victory 
over the “heathen natives.” I guess that 
was the way they thanked the Indians for 
saving their lives. 

A hundred years later, in October of 
1777, all 13 colonies joined in a thanks- 
giving celebration. 

It also commemorated the patriotic vic- 
tory over the British at Saratoga. But it 
was a one-time affair. 

So of the first three thanksgiving cel- 
ebrations, the second had a dual purpose 
of celebrating victory over the “heathens” 
and the third to celebrate victory over the 
British. (Who were probably also consid- 
ered to be heathens.) 

Thank Washington 

Still the Thanksgiving holiday did 
not find a smooth voyage into our cur- 
rent Thanksgiving celebration. George 
Washington proclaimed a National Day 
of Thanksgiving in 1789, although some 
were opposed to it. 

There was discord among the colonies, 
many feeling the hardships of a few pil- 
grims did not warrant a national holiday. 
And later, President Thomas Jefferson, 
who was not a Christian, opposed the idea 
of having a day of thanksgiving. 

Hale to the Chief 

It was Sarah Josepha Hale, a magazine 
editor, whose efforts eventually led to 
what we recognize as Thanksgiving. Hale 
wrote many editorials championing her 
cause in her Boston Ladies’ Magazine, 
and later, in Godey’s Lady’s Book. 

Finally, after a 40-year campaign of 
writing editorials and letters to governors 
and presidents, Hale’s obsession became 
a reality when, in 1863, President Lincoln 
proclaimed the last Thursday in November 
as a national day of Thanksgiving. 

Thanksgiving was proclaimed by every 


president after Lincoln. Since then, the 
date for Thanksgiving has been changed 
twice both times by President Franklin 

D. Roosevelt, who set it up one week to 
the next-to-last Thursday in order to cre- 
ate a longer Christmas shopping season. 
(The first legal attempt to change from 

a religious holiday to a profit holiday?) 
Public uproar against this decision caused 
the president to move Thanksgiving back 
to its original date two years later. And in 
1941, Thanksgiving was finally sanctioned 
by Congress as a legal holiday, as the 
fourth Thursday in November. 

Here are a few more myths regarding 
the Pilgrims: 

Myth: The pilgrims wore only black and 
white clothing. They had buckles on their 
hats, garments, and shoes. 

Fact: Buckles did not come into fashion 
until later in the seventeenth century and 
black and white were commonly worn 
only on Sunday and formal occasions. 
Women typically dressed in red, earthy 
green, brown, blue, violet, and gray, while 
men wore clothing in white, beige, black, 
earthy green, and brown. 

Myth: The pilgrims brought furniture 
with them on the Mayflower. 

Fact: The only furniture that the 
pilgrims brought on the Mayflower was 
chests and boxes. They constructed wood- 
en furniture once they settled in Plymouth. 

Myth: The Mayflower was headed for 
Virginia, but due to a navigational mistake 
it ended up in Cape Cod Massachusetts. 

Fact: The Pilgrims were in fact planning 
to settle in Virginia, but not the modern- 
day state of Virginia. They were part of 
the Virginia Company, which had the 
rights to most of the eastern seaboard of 
the U.S. The pilgrims had intended to go 
to the Hudson River region in New York 
State, which would have been considered 
“Northern Virginia,” but they landed in 
Cape Cod instead. Treacherous seas pre- 
vented them from venturing further south.

Turkey Day Wrap Up 

The road from that first Thanksgiving in 
1621 to today’s tradition has been a rocky 
one. 

To know our history is important, but 
the celebration as we know it today has in- 
deed become part of the American Tradi- 
tion, and even if Turkey, mashed potatoes 
and pumpkin pie were not on that first 
Thanksgiving menu, there is still the fact 
that these three staples of Thanksgiving 
are as American as... well, apple pie.

Transition to Teaching program 
expecting high numbers in future 


With the education system in need of more teach- 
ers, Fort Hays State University developed the Tran- 
sition to Teaching (T2T) program as a way to fill 
teaching vacancies in school districts through an 
alternate route to teacher licensure. 

“We don’t feel like it’s a shortcut to our traditional 
program,” said Dr. Debbie Mercer, dean of the Col- 
lege of Education and Technology. “We feel like it’s 
reaching out to a population of people that probably 
could not afford to quit jobs and relocate to Hays to 
take courses. It is a population who otherwise would 
not have been able to be in a classroom.” 

The program includes recruiting and training mid- 
career professionals seeking a career change. The 
T2T program uses the restricted license and has 
developed an online professional education curricu- 
lum meeting all of the Kansas Professional Educa- 
tion Standards. 

This alternative licensure program is designed for 
people with a content bachelor’s degree who lack 
a teaching pedagogy background. It allows for di- 
rect access to the full responsibility of a classroom 
teacher, while concurrently learning through gradu- 
ate level education coursework. 

“Their backgrounds are very rich in content, both 
through coursework and experiences, but they lack 
the professional education classes,” said Mercer. 

The program is geared toward people who are 
typically hired to begin teaching jobs in August. Ev- 
eryone is required to take an induction course the 
summer prior to beginning the school year. 

The requirements to get into T2T are an undergrad- 
uate or graduate degree or equivalent course work 
in the chosen content area, at least a 2.5 cumulative 
GPA (Graduate School requires 2.5 GPA on the last 
60 hours) and verification that a school district has 
made an offer for employment in the content area 
for which the restricted license is sought. 

The program accommodates secondary (grades 6- 
12) or all licensure levels (P-12). Currently it does 
not address early childhood or elementary teaching 
licenses. 

Participants are required to pass a content test by 


the end of the first year of teaching. By the end of 
three years, the pedagogy test, “Principles of Learn- 
ing and Teaching,” must be passed. Appropriate 
progress must be made each year while attaining 
a 2.5 GPA in specified courses and within the 26 
graduate hours in education, including six hours of 
practicum with at least “C” grades. 

During the three-year program, participants will 
have a restricted teaching license. Once the program 
is completed, they are eligible to apply for a two- 
year conditional teaching license. 

Amanda Young, a Bel Aire graduate student in her 
first semester of the program, said its been helpful 
for her while she gets a teaching license for the first 
time. 

“Tt really prepared us for major things that we 
needed to have established when we went into the 
experience,” said Young. 

A master of science in education can be obtained 
by applying 24 hours from the T2T program towards 
the degree. An additional 14 hours of core courses 
are required. 

Several other schools have similar alternative li- 
censure programs, including Pittsburg State Uni- 
versity, the University of Kansas and Wichita State 
University. FHSU is working collaboratively with 
WSU as an outgrowth of a Kansas State Department 
of Education grant. 

The program is rapidly growing. Kerry Schuck- 
man, FHSU licensure officer, said she is already 
getting calls for next year and expects around 70 ad- 
ditional participants to the 117 currently in the three- 
year program. 

Young said the most beneficial thing has been that 
she can always contact someone to help solve her 
problems. People in the Department of Education, 
she said, are “compatible and on the same page.” 

“The faculty and staff are completely behind the 
program and that’s what makes it so successful,” she 
said.
